13. (Amended) The immunogenic composition of claim 12, wherein the 
microorganism is [a bacteria selected from the group consisting of Enterotoxigenic E. coli, 
Helicobacter phylori, Neisseria meningitis, Salmonella (non typhoidal), Salmonella typhi, Shiga 
toxin producing E. coli Shigella spp., and] Vibrio cholera. 

20. (Amended) The immunogenic composition of claim 18, wherein the 
microorganism is [selected from the group consisting, of] HIV [and Human Papillomavirus]. 

22. (Amended) The immunogenic composition of claim 1, wherein the heterologous 
antigen is [an antigen of a microorganism which causes a] hepatitis [virus infection selected from 
the group consisting of Hepatitis A, Hepatitis] B [Hepatitis C, Hepatitis D, Hepatitis E and 
Hepatitis G] surface antigen.
